Dea tli o f Elija h W. Wa sliburu 
Frida y Ev eniiifr. 


WAS BERIED YESTERDAY 


Serv ed a s J udge o f the Co unty Co urt, 
J ustice o f the Pea ce a nd 
Seho o i Directo r. 


Elijah VV. Wash bu rn d ied at th e 
h o me o f h is so n-in-law, J. D. 
Clay co mb, sev en miles no rth o f 
Sed alia, Frid ay ev ening last. 
Perh aps a majo rity o f th e read ­ 
ers o f th e D e m o c r at will h ard ly 
h av e any perso nal kno wled ge o f 
h im, y et th irty y ears ago no o ne 
was better kno wn o r mo re pro mi­ 
nent in Pettis co u nty th an h e. 
He was bo rn in Co nnecticu t in 
1814 , and married in 183 9 to Miss 
Lo u isa R. Do d ge, wh o d ied so me 
two y ears since. In 1842 h e settled 
in Wisco nsin, 
and in 184 8 re­ 
mo v ed to Saline co u nty . Mo . 
At th e o u tbreak o f th e civ il war 
Mr. Wash bu rn was an activ e u nio n 
man, and in 186 1 was attacked in 
h is h o me by a party o f bu sh wh ack­ 
ers. 
Try ing to escape in h is nigh t 
clo th es, h e was sh o t at and cap­ 
tu red , a bu llet grazing h is h ead , al­ 
mo st d estro y ing, fo r th e time, h is 
sigh t and h earing. 
Fo rtu nately fo r Mr. Wash bu rn 
h is capto rs called at th e h o u se o f 
ano th er u nio n man, Jas. M. Miller, 
also well remembered by o ld citi­ 
zens o f Sed alia. 
Miller met th em at th e d o o r with 
h is gu n and killed o ne and wo u nd ­ 
ed ano th er o f th e attacking party 
and in th e melee bo th Miller and 
W^ash bu rn escaped . 
Mr. Wash bu rn left Saline co u n­ 
ty and went to Sy racu se and after­ 
ward came to Sed alia, wh ere h e 
liv ed u ntil 186 9 . wh en h e remo v ed 
to th e farm wh ere h e d ied last Fri­ 
d ay o f o ld age, after a lo ng and 
weariso me illness, th ro u gh wh ich 
h e was mo st faith fu lly cared fo r 
by h is o nly su rv iv ing ch ild , Mrs. 
Clay co mb, and h er family , 
Mr. Wash bu rn was a captain in 
th e Misso u ri militia d u ring th e 
civ il war. 
Afterward h e was ju s­ 
tice o f th e peace o f Sed alia to wn­ 
sh ip, member o f th e first sch o o l 
bo ard o f Sed alia and ju d ge o f th e 
co u nty co u rt fo r 
sev eral y ears, 
abo u t ’6 6 to ’70. 
Ju d ge Wash bu rn was a pro gres­ 
siv e and pu blic spirited man. 
It 
was largely d u e to h im th at th e 
co u nty ex tend ed its aid to th e 
bu ild ing o f th e M., K. & T. and 
Lex ingto n branch railway s. 
Pro bably many o f th e tax pay ers 
o f th e co u nty q u estio ned th e wis­ 
d o m o f h is acts in ex tend ing pu blic 
aid to th ese enterprises, bu t th e re­ 
su lt h as fu lly v ind icated h is co u rse, 
and to no man mo re th an Ju d ge 
Wash bu rn is better d u e th e fact 
th at a city o f 20,000 peo ple h as 
taken th e place o f th e little v illage 
to wh ich h e came as a refu gee in th e 
early d ay s o f th e civ il war. 
He was a member o f th e M. E, 


ch u rch , so u th , at High Po int, and 
was bu ried fro m th at ch u rch y ester- 
d ay . 
Th e men are o ld and gray -h aired 
wh o were bo y s wh en Ju d ge Wash ­ 
bu rn was in h is prime, and it is 
so lo ng since h e was a facto r in 
pu blic affairs th at h is career seems 
like ancient h isto ry . 
Peace to h is ash es.

Col. Peter Sells, general man­ 
ager of the combined Adam Fore- 
paugh 
and Sells Bros, 
circuses, 
which is scheduled for an exploita­ 
tion in Sedalia August 24th, was 
asked the other day why it was 
that no radical innovations had 
been introduced into the circus bus­ 
iness. 
His reply contains much 
reason and not a little philosophy : 
“ It is not well,” said he, “ 10 
change what the public is eminent­ 
ly satisfied with. 
A circus is a 
circus— not a balloon ascension. 
When the public goes to a circus it 
is disappointed if it is given some­ 
thing else, no matter how good that 
something else might be. Old men 
go to the show to renew their 
y outh, y oung ones to witness what 
proved a source of delight even 
during the days of ancient Rome, 
of Oly mpus and England, when the 
old-time ruial sports were in vogue 
— athletic skill, feats of strength 
and tests of speed. 
You cannot 
cloy or surfeit this insatiable inter­ 
est. 
It is as much a part of hu­ 
manity as life itself. 
That is why 
the circus lives, why innovations 
are frowned upon and meet with 
rebuff and failure. 
“ All the big American circuses 
have tried to supply something ab­ 
solutely new, something away and 
apart from the ordinary . 
It mat­ 
ters not how much money is in­ 
vested, how artistic and 
praise­ 
worthy these features are, they are 
not liked; they are considered as 
excrescences, and fail in their pur­ 
pose. 
“ A few y ears ago Barnum & 
Bailey put on, at great expense, 
the spectacle ‘Columbus.’ 
A t the 
same time the Sells Bros, present- 
^ sented a very costly affair called 
‘The Qiieen of Sheba ,’ in which 
hundreds 
of 
people 
appeared. 
Both of these innovations failed 
in their purpose. 
They were not 
circuses, were 
not cordially re­ 
ceived and hence abandoned after 
a single season. The public plainly 
disclosed the fact that it was just 
circus, and nothing else,which was 
desired. 
“ The elevated stages are a nov­ 
elty which have won favor, for the 
reason that acts which properly be­ 
long in the ring can be more agree­ 
ably presented there. 
But I am of 
the opinion that the word ‘stage’ 
is resented by the public. 
‘Arenic 
platform’ would be more to the 
point, since platform sounds cir- 
cusy , and while suggesting the ly- 
ceum, is not histrionic. 
“ The late W . C. Coup, when 
manager 
of the Barnum circus 
twenty -odd y ears ago, was an in­ 
satiable hunter after novelty . This 
'^energy and enterprise on his part 
caused him to lo?e sight of the 
main point— that it is a plain circus 
that is wanted. 
He made a costly 
error in consequence. 
“ As a circus the Barnum show 
was an enormous success, but Coup 
was not satisfied. 
He well nigh 
abandoned the old idea and brought 
out in 18 7 4 what he called ‘Bar- 
num’s Hippodrome and Congress 
of Na tions.’ 
While a splendid and 
novel entertainment in itself, it 
was not a circus. 
There was no 
clown, no tumbling, no aerial ex­ 
ercises. 
It disappointed on this 
account, and the season was a great 
financial disappointment and led to 
Mr. Coup’s leaving the Barnum 
show. 
Mr. Barnum had too wise a 
head not to see what was wanted. 
“ Wha t is true of the circus is 
true of the stage. 
If Sol Smith 
Russell, or De Wolf Hopper, or 
Na t C. Goodwin, or Francis Wil- 
iiDn, or Wm. H. Crane, were able, 
delineating a new character, to 
wipe out all recollection of their 
manner and methods in other parts, 
they would disappoint. The quaint 
personalities of these men delight 
the public, and should they appear 
in something else their old follow­ 
ing would resent 
the 
change. 
While this spirit may not foster 
the artistic, it is good business to 
keep to the beaten path. 
“ The circus manager is cogni-

zant of this condition, this flagrant 
truth. 
It is his purpose to procure 
the very best in a given line, and 
he who is able to present the old 
article in the most attractive wav 
succeeds best. 
The wise and ex­ 
perienced showman, knowing the 
desires of his patrons, even though 
they may not know them them­ 
selves, often expressing a y earning 
for something wild and new, is not 
so foolhardy as to lend an ear to 
the tempter. 
“ The circus proper was never so 
good, never so well presented and 
never so popular as now. 
Each 
y ear new acts are presented more 
startling than heretofore, so that 
the circus grows incomparably bet­ 
ter as it grows older. 
We have 
genuine circus acts this year that 
were not even dreamed of years 
ago, or even last year. 
The man 
and the boy , in fact, all grades of 
humanity , are as eagerly attracted 
by the sawdust ring, the acrobats 
and the clowns, the donkey s and 
the monkey s, as tliey ever were.”
